A rem inder of the zero hour as 
fixed in the regulations was given 
by treasury officials today to all con­ 
cerned with prohibition enforcement.

regulations, in the face of represen­ 
tations by most of the maritime pow*- 
era of the world, are to be applied 
as rigidly as a literal reading of the 
highest court’s opinion will warrant.

But this difficulty sems to have been 
ovrcome and carload after carload 
of structural steel and other material 
are arriving daily, and the work is 
proceeding in a business like man­ 
ner. Already a great deal of the steel 
w’ork has been erected forming the 
frae for the lower stories of 
the 
building, and many of the concrete 
devices that will be in the building 
have been completed. 
The ground 
now' presents a very busy 
appear­ 
ance as scores of workmen intent 
upon their jobs follow out the work 
assigned to them. Specialists of the 
company are in charge and directing 
the various gangs, all under the di­ 
rect superintendency of U. H. Yar­ 
nell w'ho has been in Sedalia since 
the beginning of the work, and w'ho 
is the Cities Service Company’s gen­ 
eral superintendent of 
constrction. 
Local labor is being employed to a 
great extent an 
din every 
place 
. bere previous expert kwnoledge is 
not required. 
In the meantime while tho build­ 
ing is under construction much of 
the machinery that is to be used is 
also arriving and being unloaded. 
Most of this is protected from the 
weather by temporary shelter built 
especially for the prpose. Great con­ 
densers are already on the ground 
and parts of very many of the other 
devices that will be used. 
One can 
have no conception of the vastness 
of this project unless a visit is paid

equipment has been so rapid in the 
last few years that the present trans­ 
form s motors, engines etc are now’ 
practically obsolete.

some parts of it wil be ready for use 
during the coming state fair.

FINAL DECISION 
IN AN OLD SUIT 
ON HORSE SALE 


Litigation Had Been In 
The Courts For Over 
Eleven Years. 


A lawsuit brought about over the 
sale of a horse 
many 
years 
ago, 
which has 
been 
pending 
in 
the 
courts since 1912, was settled Fri 
day when a final decision was ren 
dered in the case by the Supreme 
court of Missouri. 
The lawsuit came about after the 
death of W. O. Powell, a prominent 
resident of the Green Ridge neigh 
borhood, who died in 1912, leaving 
an estate of more than 600 acres of 
land to his 
two children, 
Edward 
and Alice Powell. 
The estate was admitted to 
pro­ 
bate, and J. E. B&gby appointed exe­ 
cutor by Probate Judge D. E. Ken­ 
nel. 
At the tim e William Clark, a 
wealthy land owner of Knob Noster 
held a note against 
Powell, which 
was dated 1872, and was for a horse 
Powell bought from Clark for the 
sum of $200, which drew IO percent 
compound interest. 
W hen the claim was filed in 1912, 
It amounted to $6000, with 
a pay­ 
m ent made of $200, and two other 
small credits, which were disputed. 
Alice Powell signed a note and deed 
of tru st on land she had inherited, 
for $2000, drawing 
interest 
at 
8 
percent, and Clark agreed, on re­ 
ceipts of this note, to release her 
from any liability on the note and 
to hold her brother for one half in­ 
terest. The case w’as tried in probate 
court, and the jury decided in favor 
of the defendant, whose defense was 
that the note had been paid, and that 
the last credits were false, and the 
note barred by statute of limitations. 
Clark then appealed to the circuit 
court and asked for a change 
of 
venue, w’hich was granted to Cooper 
county. At the first trial there there 
was a hung Jury, and at the second 
trial the jury returned a verdict for 
the defendants.

With the first plantings 
of early 
corn, Golden Bantam or some of the 
extra-early 
types 
either

ground or showing through the soil, 
it is time to be getting* in the later 
crops, the bigger heavier-eared sorts 
such as Evergreen or Country Gen­ 
tleman, which are standard types. 
While the early corn, which is us­ 
ually dwarf growing, may well be 
planted In row’s, the later types with 
their heavier stalks should be grown 
In hills. Corn, despite its heavy root 
system, is a shallow-rooting plant, 
making the least depth of any of the 
garden crops. 
Therefore heavy fer­ 
tilizing of the surface soil 13 advis­ 
able with commercial fertilizers as 
w'ell as spading in liberal quantities 
of stable manure whenever available. 
The hills should be two feet apart 
in rows three to four feet apart and 
the cornpatch should alw'ays bo a 
square or as nearly so as the garden 
will permit. 
The square 
planting 
will give fuller ears because the corn 
depends upon the wind to blow the 
pollen from the tassels 
upon 
the 


kernel formed, each Individual silk 
representing one kernel on the cob. 
There should be two or three late 
plantings of corn because the late 
plantings are least likely to attacks 
of the corn worm, a pest that, form­ 
erly almost entirely confined to the 
South, during the last few seasons 
has become a nuisance in the North 
and many fine ears are ruined by 
this disgusting “worm." 
Corn, more than any other garden 
vegetable needs steady cultivation a1 
most up to the time of bearing, but 
this cultivation should be shallow— 
no chopping deep with the hoe as 
this is likely to injure the shallow 
but wide-spreading root system.

iliary roots which spring from the 
lower joints a chance to lodge in the 
earth and li’elp support the plant.

ANCIENT FAIR IS 
TO BE REVIVED 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 9.—For the first 
time since H enry VIII set himself up 
as the head of the English church, 
the monks of St. Augustine have re­ 
entered tho precincts of the famous 
St. Bartholomew’s hospital, London’s 
largest medical institution. 
The hospital grew out of the fam­ 
ous hospice founded in 1123 by a 
member of the order and the return 
of the monks was in observance of 
its 800th anniversary. 
Featuring the celebration was a 
revival of a St. Bartholomew*^ fair, 
which originated shortly after the es­ 
tablishment 
of 
the 
hospital 
and 
w’hich was maintained until a century 
ago. The fair recalled many ancient 
customs for the amusement of Lon­ 
doners and at the same time sought 
honor for the institution w*hich has 
alw'ays held an important place in 
English history. 
One of the most interesting events 
occurred when Heralds stationed on 
the roof of the building blew* trum ­ 
pets announcing the appearance of a 
band of Augustinian monks, gather­ 
ed from all paris of England. 
The 
monks, garbed in their picturesque 
habits marched into the great yard 
and Immediately seemed to fit into 
the setting of grey w*alls as though 
they had never been ejected and 
were still carrying on the w*ork of the 
Monk Rahere, founder of the hospice. 
The monks also visited the church 
af St. Bartholomew, 
the 
oldest in 
London. It has always been connect­ 
ed with the hospice.

id them over the historic places.
